Members of the
t- Eleven think the factions soon will be
getting together.

But the Eleven want action and quick
action and purpose having it. Ban John-
son. anent his proposed committee of
nine and the plan It Is to work out, says
something about ''further consideration
and report." Says George W. Grant,
Boston magnate, and one of the progressives,of that phase of it:

Why, wo elect
to the Presidency of the United States a

man who never had any experience In

;; the position, but then I suppose baseball
Is more important than that.

"If I. had a son and he couldn't learn
in three months all that was necessary

" nbout the business part of baseball I'd
want to hit him In the head with an

axe. This board of control Is not intendedto run the Internal affairs of
leagues or clubs. I am capable of runningmy own club, but certainly If I do
anything wrong or not for the good of
,the game there ought to be a supreme
tribunal to get after me. Then again, no

new board of control could do any
worse In keeping the game above reproachthan has been the case as baseballhas been run." .

Rather rich references to "eminent but
Inexperienced" men when the regime of
experienced men hasn't prevented certain
happenings In baseball from getting the
gamo Into the hands of a Grand Jury !

Mr. Johnson and his five clubs propose
a committee of nine, three each from the
American, National and minor leagues,
to work out a plan of reorganization.

WITH RIGHT CROSS

Winninjr Blow Perfect Antidotefor Left Hand
Lead.

The defeat of Eddie Fitzsimmons by

Willie Jackson was so decisive the

vanquished boxer is hard pressed to

find a reasonable explanation. The

porters have been able to bring forwardis that he was weakened by excessiveweight reduction. Although he
was required to make 13." pounds both
at 2 I*. M. and at 3 P. M.. he scaled
133% at 2 P. M. and was below 13.') at
9 P. M. The rules of the Boxing Pommission,which are those of the InternationalSporting Club, require contestantsto weigh eight hours before
entering the ring, but Jackson insisted
that Fitzsimmons also weigh 185
pounds at 9 P. M., one and a half hours
previous to beginning the contest.
Fitzsimmons expresses the opinion

that it was the task of keeping within
the limit of 135 pounds at 9 o'clock
that sapped his strength and made him
a comparatively easy victim for Jackson.

Close inspection of the encounter
does not sustain the weight excuse.
Fitzsimmons fought with the greatest;
vigor and aggressiveness up to the
time he received the first knockdown,
in the tenth round, lie never backed)
an inch and frequently stood toe to
toe with his opponent, exchanging
thumps with the greatest enthusiasm.)
Fitzsimmons received a knockdown
blow in the eighth round, but he recoveredfrom its effect and fought with
fury in the ninth session.
The real secret of Fitzsimmons's defeatby Jackson lay in the fact that the

victor had discounted the vaunted left
hand punch of the Yorkville man.
riizsuniiiuuB » uuiuj/«w juna
hcon a terror to many of his oponents,
hut Jackson had perfected a defence
that completely neutralized the port
side attack of his opponent. Jackson
blocked a majority of the left handed
[blows of Fitzsimmons and ducked and
sidestepped others. But most significantof all, Jackson utilized the dangerousattack of his opponent in a way
that spelled disaster to Fitzsimmons.
Jackson knows, as do all students of

boxing, that a perfect antidote for a
left hand lead by a southpaw boxer Is
a right cross. Therefore Jackson frequentlyfeinted Fitzsimmons into a left
lead and stepping to the left sent an
inside right cross to the point of Fitz's
jaw. It was this blow, repeated at frequentintervals, that finally won the
battle for the Harlernlte. Fitzsimmons
rushed furiously at times in an effort
to inflict damage on his opponent, but
Jackson's defence was so good that
Ts'it'* Vi r.1 o flful unfit n.*ifh
much solidity.
The surprising thing nbout the bat:tie was that Fitz was able to take so

hard a beating about the jaw and stand
up as long as he did. H" is a strong,
rugged chap or he would have succumbedin a f°w rounds.
The result of the bout shows that Fitzslmmons,while strong nod combative

enough for the second string lightweights,used excellent judgment In
fhdrawing from his match with
